While sheep raising in Comanche 
county is still in its infancy,‘ when 
its possibilities are considered, yet 
that industry’ has doubled within 
the last two years according to Ed 
Ligon, local sheepman and he says 
today it is one of the most profit- 
able businesses in which farmers 
or ranchmen of this section can en­ 
gage in. 
One of the evidences of the in­ 
crease in the business, is the num­ 
ber of cars of ‘‘sheep wire” ship­ 
ped into Comanche within the last 
two months,

Comanche now ships a car and 
a half of eggs per week and poultry 
men predict nearly a car a day from 
Comanche at the height of the egg 
season. 
On an average, over $1,000 per 
day is being paid in Comanche to 
farmers of this section, according 
to 
figures 
obtained 
from 
local 
poultry dealers, for chickens and 
eggs alone. 
Last week the five local produce 
dealers paid improximately $4,158 
for eggs and $3,C68 for chickens, 
makiAg a total of $7,216, an aver- 
,4 ge of $1,202.66 per day for the six 
buying days. 
This represents over 600 cases or 
about a car and a half of e g g s per 
day and something like 8»600 Л1Л- 
ens, weighing close to 16,000 lbs.
